"I've thrown away my guns," 
he added, stepping into the open.

Beavers left 
only two of the eight original fug- 
itives at large.

In all possemen, 
t saying he was convinced the other

convicts,

what may become a new Ameri- 
can Marxist party. 


Supported principally by right- 
wing factions in 
Massachusetts, 
New York, Pennsylvania and Con- 
necticut, a call was issued for an 
"interstate socialist conference" to- 
morrow, on the eve of the party's 
national convention. 
Three principal issues to be dis- 
cussed at the conference are: 
1. The dispute between the "Old 
Guard" and tne left coalition, led 
by Norman Thomas, in New York 
state; and the strategy to be fol- 
lowed in the efforts to seat the 
"Old 
Guard" delegation from New 
York, in place of the Leftist dele- 
gate*. 


2. The 
so-called 
"revolutionary 
declaration of principles" adopted 
at 
Detroit 
in 1934, which the 
rightwingers claim is Communist 
in scope. 


3. The 
question of ft "united 
front" with Communists In local 
instances, such as May Day dem- 
onstrations 
or anti-Fascist 
cam- 
paigns. 
All three issues are closely link- 
ed in the general dispute between 
the Rightists and the Leftists— 
with the latter in the dominating 
position because of their control 
of the national executive commit- 
tee.In New York, the rightwing 
Old Guard" forces, led by Louis 
Waldman, prominent trade union 
attorney, were defeated In 
the 
April primary and lost control of 
the state and city organizations. 
The national committee recogniz- 
ed the victorious left wing organ- 
izations—but the "Old Guard" has 
refused to do so. 
If the delegates of the Waldman 
faction arc not seated in the con- 
vention, they are prepared to leave 
Cleveland and organize a new 
Marxian party at a convention, 
probably late in June, at come 
plac* in New York.

(JP)—Whipping all but one 
member into line, the sen- 
ate finance committee to- 
day reached agreement on 
a compromise plan for in- 
creasing corporation taxes 
but scuttled a proposal, at 
the loss of considerable revenue, 
for boosting the normal income 
tax rate. 
Moving along swiftly, after days 


of 
delay, the 
committee 
thus 
reached accord on the vital part 
of the revenue bill. 
The compromise .would call for 
a flat 18 per cent tax on corpora- 
tion income, a flat 7 per cent on 
income withheld from distribution, 
exemption of $1,000 from taxation, 
for corporations making no more 
than $20,000 a year, and retention 
of the present capital stock and 
excess profits taxes. 
Smiling broadly, Harrison said 
the committee had made "very 
good progress" and he expected it 
to be able to report out a bill ear- 
ly next week. 
So greatly at odds was the com- 
mittee during today's session that 
some members at one time, threat- 
ened to leave the committee cham- 
ber.

NINE YEARS AGO TODAY FLIGHT 
ACROSS'ATLANTIC TO PARIS BY 
LINDBERGH CHANGED ALL FRANCE 


PARIS, May 21.—(IP)—Nine years 
ago today, France experienced a 
complete change in her feeling 
for the United States. 
The change was caused by one 
man, Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. 
He reached here May 21, 1927, af- 
ter the first solo flight across the 
Atlantic. But there were no offi- 
cial celebrations of the feat today. 
Back of the -story of Lindbergh s 


triumphal reception, back of the 
most delirious night Paris has 
known since the armistice, lies 
one of the most romantic, if little 
known, stories of Franco-Ameri- 
can relations. 
In April, 1927, France was in the 
midst of one of her periodic anti- 
American waves. 
The pride of 
her people had been hurt by the 
debt settlement which had been 
swallowed with 
difficulty. 
The franc had gone to umash 


and had been rescued by Poincare 
only through stern 
and 
often 
harsh measures. French aviation 
records had dropped, one after 
another, into American hands. To 
cap all, Nungesser and Coll had 
been lost in a hazardous flight to 
America.

In the streets of Paris there even 
was talk that Nungesser and Coll

Rare kinds of mud which enable 
engineers to drill two miles deep 
for oil were demonstrated here to- 
day at the International Petroleum 
Exposition. 


The muds are used In drilling 


virtually all wells of great depth. 
They contain colloidal substances 
which may represent some of the 
transition 
states 
between muck 


and rock, and which nature uses 
for cementing in 
her 
mounain 


building. 
In rotary drilling mud is pumped 


down the well inside the drill pipe 
to pick up the cuttings of rock 
from the bit and carry them up 
to the mouth of the well. Natural 
muds of the 
neighborhood 
are 


used. 
The rare muds are added to pro- 


duce something which cleans the 
well bottom better than water and 
coats its sides with a skin which 
is nearly impervious. They 
are 


heavy enough to carry to the top 
chunks of stone sometimes weigh- 
ing a pound. 


In motion these muds are heavy 


liquids. When motion ceases they 
turn into jelly, so that rocks they 
may be carrying are held fast. 
When the pumps start In motion 
again the jelly turns back Into a 
liquid. 
This type of mud seals off much 


of the caving of wells due to wa- 
ter getting into the formation.

MILLIONAIRE DIES 
IN PLANE CRASH IN 


LOUISIANA SWAMP 


BATON ROUC-E, La., May 20.— 
t—fi. crash of a speedy plane 
into a wooded swampland, brought 
death today to Harry P. Williams, 
millionaire aviator and husband 
of Marguerite Clark, star of the 
silent screen. 


Johnny "Red" Worthen, a vet- 


_ran 
pilot, rode to death 
with 


the 
47-year-old lumberman and 


aviation enthusiast shortly after 
they took off from the Baton 
Rouge airport for Patterson, La., 
late last night 
Worthen was employed by Wil- 
liam* but the wealthy sportsman 
was a competent pilot and it was 
not known who was at the con- 
trols when the plane failed to 
gain altitude and slipped Into a 
dive. 
The men 
apparently met In- 
stant death. Their badly broken 
bodies were thrown clear of the 
plane and landed about 20 feet 
apart. The plane did not burn 
though the gasoline tank explod- 
ed.Mrs. Williams -was expected to- 
day to claim the body of her 
husband, brought to a mortuary 
here. 
In 1918 when Miss Clark was 


at the height of her film fame, 
Williams wooed and won the pe- 
tite red-haired actress, who re- 
tired from the movies to devote 
herself to her home and social' 
interests In New Orleans. 
In 1928 Williams met Jimmy 


Wedell, a barnstorming 
aviator, 
and began an association which 
carried Wedell to fame before he 
preceded his employer to death 
in an air crash In 1934. 
With Williams 
supplying the 


money, Wedell, his brother, Wal- 
ter, and Worthen built the We- 
dell-Wllliams air 
service 
which 


became one of the nation's larg- 
est private flying services. 


Jimmy designed and built many 


racers at the Patterson plant and' 
capped his string of speed suc- 
cesses by flying to a world rec- 
ord of 305 miles an hour in the 
1933 races at Chicago. 


A little more than a year later

Guffey told the senate the new 


measure made such changes in 
the old act "aa are necessary to 
meet the views of a majority of 
the supreme court." 


"It will be recalled that four 


members of the court held that the 
price fixing provisions of the act 
of 1935 were valid," he said. "The 
majority of the court held that the 
price fixing provisions of the act 
could not be considered apart from, 
the labor 
regulations, 
and that 


since the labor provisions of the 
act of 1935 were beyond the power 
of congress, the act would have to 
fall."In the bill I am now introduc- 
ing, the labor provisions of the 
act of 1935 have been wholly elimin- 
ated, and the power of congress to 
be exercised under this bill is its 
undisputed power under the con- 
stitution to regulate interstate com- 
merce."

process of feeding oil wells with 
bacteria—a new pne for conser- 
vation of American pertoleum re- 
sources—was exhibited here today 
for the first time at the interna- 
tional Petroleum 
Exposition. 


The bacteria aids in digesting 


rocks in a manner which closely 
parallels the digestive process of 
the. human stomach and which 
multiplies the oil production sev- 
eral times. 
The rock digestion 
process uses hydrochloric acid of 
the same 
kind as the human 


stomach 
manufactures 
for 
its 


own work. 


Rock hydrochloric acid diges- 


tion began four years ago, the 
bacteria were added within the 
past six months. They are starch- 
eating germs, some of them com- 
mon in the air. 


These bacteria are mixed with 
a gelatinized starch. The mixture 
is put down an oil well when it 
suffers from "petroleum indiges- 
tion," which mofins that part of 
the oil-bearing limestone rock In 
the well no longer is producing. 


The bacteria mixture is run into 


the part of the well still produc- 
ing, sealing it off temporarily. 
The pacterla eat the starch there- 
by destroying the gelatin 
seal. 


This takes about four days, af- 
ter which the oil flow resumes. 


Meanwhile 
the 
digestive fer- 


ment, hydrochloric acid, is poured 
into the well to reach the non- 
productive rock, which has not 
been sealed off. 


The four days is sufficient Itme 


for the hydrochloric acid to per- 
meate the non-productive rock and 
actually digest 
the 
limestone 


enough to enlarge the pores so 
that the oil and gas which they 
contain flows freely. 


The acid combines with calci- 


um carbonate in the limestone 
to turn part of the rock into car- 
bon dioxide, the

Great Britain is in a. tight

affairs and formerly editor 
of the London Times and 
the London Review of Re- 
views, surprises Americans. 


"All British ' Dominions,"

of Nations in itself, bound 
by a stronger tie than treat- 
ies or covenants.

nations 
together.

would seem to an outsider 
that disintegration 
of the 


League of Nations 
would 


make the continuance of this 
British League imperative 
to its members. 


Whatever blunders and 


selfish acts the British Em- 
pire has committed in the 
past, its breaking up into 
separate countries 
would 


probably be a calamity for 
the world. Civilization can't 
stand much more separation 
and nationalism..

'phones. Actually, the num- 
ber of switchboard opera- 
tors dropped for that rea- 
son was 17,000, but 8,000 
new jobs were created for 
"servicing" 
automatic ex- 


changes. Only the net loss 
is counted. 


One of the difficulties of 


human employment in rela- 
tion to new machinery is 
suggested in this report. The 
switchboard operators who 
lost their jobs to the dial 
system could not turn to the 
new jobs it created. They 
were not prepared to manu- 
facture dial equipment or 
materials and they could 
not do the work of instal- 
lation and servicing. Other 
workers took their jobs. 


The problem created by 


technological 
unemploy- 


ment is that of effecting the 
necessary 
transfers 
from 


specialized types of jobs to 
others quite different. Some 
of those operators doubtless 
obtained other switchboard 
jobs in offices 
or 
institu- 


tions. The rest had to learn 
new work. Sometimes such 
Changes are 
easily 
made. 


Sometimes they are never 
made at all, and the ma- 
chine is blamed for the re- 
sulting unemployment. The 
fault really lies with our 
education and the whole so- 
cial system.

(Spl.)— One hundred years of pe- 
can development in Texas, lead- 
ing pecan producing area of the 
world, will be portrayed in the 
pecan exhibit being arranged at 
the Centennial Exposition which 
opens at Dallas June 6. J. P. Ros- 
borough, extension 
horticulturist 


at Texas A. and M. College, is 
actively interested 
in 
the 
ar- 


rangement of the exhibit. 


During the period from 1838 to 


1860 pecans were eaten by Indian 
tribes which roamed the state. 
Large quantities of the nuts were 
carried by them In baskets. In 
years, of large production, pecans 
were stored in coal to keep them 
fresh. 
The first Intimation that pe- 
cans might have commercial value 
came in 1860 when a few ship- 
ments were made In barrels to 
the eastern states. In 
1900 a 


Texan, E. B. Klslen of San Saba, 
Texas, was the first man who 
budded a pecan tree. H« took 
buds from trees that bore good 
nuts and budded them Into trees 
that bore inferior nuts. 
Since 
that time pecans have become 
commercially important In Texas. 
Millions of pounds of nuts are 
harvested each year and shipped 
to other states. Texas is known 
as the "empire of pecans."

Rock In Llano county. This Is a 
mound 6f solid granite covering 
640 acres. At night, spirit fires 
dance on the summit; by day, 
millions of Isinglass -stars gleam 
in the sunlight. The Indians held 
this rock sacred and went there 
to worship. Many a beleaguered 
ranger or settTer escaped from 
the Indians by climbing the rock, 
for no Comanche would follow 
or even shoot an arrow toward a 
white man seeking protection of 
the Spirit of the Rock. 
Texas also 
has 
legends 
of 


flowers, 
names, 
and 
streams. 


When the first Spanish priests 
came to Texas, 
they 
brought 


seeds of a blue flower said to 
grow on the hillsides near Jerusa- 
lem. 
They planted the seeds In 


The flowers 
thrived and spread, so that now 
all the hills of the Southwest are 
covered with 
bluebonnets.

The most famous geographical 


legend is that of the naming of 
the Brazos river.

awhile, you'll 


have lots of chicken and eggs." 


The squaw said nothing, but 


when her visitor was gone she 
had a grand feast. The next sea- 
son the trader came again and 
asked her how she had succeed- 
ed in her chicken raising.

army—proved a godsend to the 
American colony in Addis. Ababa. 
They served as an impenatrable 
bulwark against native rioters fol- 
lowing the fall of Addts Ababa 
and the Americans in the. capital, 
including the United States lega- 
tion staff, found refuge behind 
them in the British legation. The 
French legation gave refuge to its 
nationals and others who sought 
safety there behind its own guard 
of French Colonels. 
The British and French have 


been studying whether the condi- 
tions in Addis Ababa can be con- 
sidered safe. 
It was pointed out that, by right 


of military occupation, the Ital- 
ian government can demand the 
withdrawal of foreign legations If 
it desires, but it was stated that 
such a demand had not yet been 
made. 
The British have made It clear

ITS "REASONING" WITH TINY 


ELECTRICAL WAVES IS SHOWN

giant mechanical mind that docs 
its

duced by thought in the human 
brain was shown today at the In- 
ternational Petroleum Exposition. 


The artificial brain controls the 


safely of gasoline stills several 
stories 
high, the last word 
In 


machanlzation in the oil industry. 


The huge device ban nerves of 


nickel-chromium and "grey mat- 
ter" of gas flames. 
The nerves 


are long, slender rods, which run 
from the roof down alongside the 
tubes of the still. 


Below these tube* ar« the gns 


flames generating heat of 1,000 
degrees Fahrenheit.

produce "hot spots" in the tubes 
which would wreck the still and 
endanger life. 


To prevent this the flamea are 


supplied with electrical energy, by 
making them part of an electric 
circuit,

volts potential. 


Whenever these electrified flames 


touch 
the 
gasoline tubes 
thoy 


complete a circuit. 
Through the 


flames, a* through wires, flows a 
momentary electric current. 
Be- 


cause flames are poor conductors 
of electricity,this current is only 
a few million mlllionths of an am- 
pere, no larger than the electrical 
thought waves of a flvinf? brain, 


To lick the tubes the flames 


must {ouch the metal nerve-rods. 
The metal nerves transmit the al- 
most Infinitesimal electric waves 
to a radio-amplifying tube, which 
steps the mup into current suffi- 
cient to 
sound a warning siren 


and flash lights showing the loca- 
tion of the still In danger. 


So sensitive are the robot nerves 


of a moistened finger tip one-six- 
teenth of an inch away. 


A dramatic contrast with this 


heat control was cited by Dr. Cr 
tav Egloff, Chicago. 


Only 20 years aRo, he said, the 


heat of a Pennsylvania still was 
controlled by a "sizzle'1 method 
whereby the operator would spll 
on the still and then judge by 
the sound whether the tempera- 
ture was rfght.

The governor flew to Houston 


from Washington, -where he had 
discussed the Texas pension sit- 
uation with federal 
officia.ls. 


There will be a cash balance 


of more than 
$3,000,000 in 
the 


chief operating funds, other than 
the confederate pension fund, the 
governor said, pointing out that 
revenues for the latter are pro- 
vided by the constitution and -will 
expire about 1941. 
"This cash balance will be main- 


tained even after the increase of 
the state school per capita ap- 
portionment from $17.50 for the 
current year to $18.50 by the state 
board of education," he said.
